A large p ercentage of the to­ 
mato p lants seeded at this time 
for transp lanting ’ater ustomar- 
ily are grown by alien nationals 
or their families, Schmid p ointed 
out. 
In view of the establish- 
mc .t of “p rohibited” areas from 
which such aliens are ex cluded 
and the general disturbed situa­ 
tion regarding the farm op era­ 
tions of these aliens, it is indi­ 
cated that the activities of many 
Jap anese 
tomato-p lant 
growers 
may be considerably disrup ted, 
giving rise to a p ossible shortage 
of p lants unless step s are taken 
immediately to p rovide a substi­ 
tute r-'p p ly , Schmid said. 
“Right now we are ap p roach­ 
ing the seasonal deadline for seed­ 
ing tomato p lants," Schmid said. 
“From six to eight weeks are re­ 
quired from the time of seeding 
until the p lants are ready to be 
set'out. 
This means that unless 
the seeds go into the ground now, 
there will not be a sufficient 
number of p lants when the p lant­ 
ing season arrives. 
Asks Supply Check 
“Every grower who contem­ 
p lates p roducing tomatoes this 
season should immediately 
as­ 
sure himself that the p lants he 
will need are now being grown 
and that they will be available to 
him when p lanting time arrives."

FELLOW CITIZENS: 
And more particularly to the 
members of the Teamsters’ Union 
Local 6 9 2, draw up a chair and 
let’s have a little sober chat. And 
please do not think this little dis­ 
cussion displays any malice on my 
part, for the lacing your union 
handed Mr. Hertz berg in a re­ 
cent Civil Court case. 
No doubt you do feel a keen 
sense of elation over your union’s 
court victory. 
I suppose that is 
only natural. 
Now let us see 
what that court decision 
may 
mean to you, Mr. Ordinary Mem­ 
ber. 
Better grab your by-laws 
and constitution and check on me 
as we go along. 
First I am going to concede 
that your constitution provides 
for an appeal within the union, 
from a local executive board de­ 
cision. 
This is shown in Article 
XVIII of your constitution. Your 
union officials made much of the 
fact that Mr. Hertzberg did not 
take advantage of these provi­ 
sions, and succeeded in convinc­ 
ing the court that Mr. Hertzberg 
was suing for the kind of justice 
he would not accept from them 
voluntarily. 
In other words had 
not exhausted union justice. 
Now check with me and see 
what kind of appeal your consti­ 
tution provides. 
From Sections 
2a, 2b and Section 6 a of Article 
XVIII we find that appeals must 
be made not more than 15 days 
after 
decision, 
penalties 
stand 
during appeals and in case of fines 
they must be paid before an ap­ 
peal can be taken. 
Since Mr. 
Hertzberg was fined $500 and sus­ 
pended from the Union and his 
job, it became necessary for him 
to raise the full $500 in 15 days 
before he could appeal. 
Try that 
sometime when you are out of 
work. 
Mr. Hertzberg was tried by the 
local executive Board 6 9 2, and 
after being duly fined $500 was 
told he could appeal from the 
decision of the Local Board to 
the joint Council in Los Angeles 
as provided in your Constitution 
Art. XVIII Sect. 1(b). Now here 
is where the payoff comes in 
The Local Board that judged 
Mr. Hertzberg was presided over 
by one Harold Waterbury. 
Any 
appeal must be made through 
J oint Council Number 42 also 
presided over by this same Mr 
Waterbury.

I just wonder if the men who 
sat on that Board ever read the 
VUIth Amendment to the United 
States’ Constitution. 
Here it is: 
“ Excessive bail shall not be re­ 
quired, nor excessive fines im­ 
posed, 
nor 
cruel 
and 
unusual 
punishments inflicted.” 
A $5 00 fine or bail might be 
only chickenfeed to union officials 
but I have never heard waitresses 
brag about that kind of tips, and 
to me it is decidedly “ excessive” 
especially considering the nature 
of the charges against Mr. Hertz­ 
berg. 
(I have a photostat of the 
charges on my desk.) 
Mr. 
Hertzberg 
was 
charged 
with violatiqn of Article XVIII 
Section 5(a), 2-4 and 11 also Sec­ 
tion 5(b), or to be more explicit, 
disloyalty, violation of oath, con­ 
duct unbecoming a member, viola­ 
tion of sound trade union prin­ 
ciples and conduct inconsistant 
with his duties and fealty as a 
member. 
The specific acts set down as 
a basis for heaving the book at 
the victim was that he had failed 
to attend meetings over a long 
period and had dared to question 
a raise in union dues by paying 
a check for dues and marking it: 
“ paid under protest” . 
Of course I have heard rumors 
that Mr. Hertzberg was “ disci­ 
plined” by his union for being too 
friendly 
with 
the 
Associated 
Farmers. 
Nothing however in 
the Union’s charges against Mr. 
Hertzberg even 
mentioned 
the 
Associated 
Farmers. 
In 
this 
connection let me cite a section 
of Article XVIII of the Union 
Constitution: 
“ Sect. 1(b) When­ 
ever charges are preferred against 
any member or officer of the 
Local, the charges shall be filed 
in writing in duplicate, with the 
Secretary of the 
Local, 
J oint 
Union Council or the General Ex­ 
ecutive Board which is to try the 
case. 
The member or officer of 
the Local shall be served by the 
Secretary 
personally 
or 
by 
registered mail, with a written 
copy of such charges specifying 
the nature of the offense of which 
he or she is accused—,” 
Now if protesting a raise in 
union dues and failure to attend 
meetings constitute such a serious 
breach of union regularity how can 
you, Mr. Ordinary Member, hope 
to keep from falling into disfavor?
